ization plan will fail at the eleven- 
th hour unless contracts represent- 
ing 10,000 tons of prunes are added 
to the total valid contracts report- 
ed to the statewide growers com- 
mittee. Progress of the organization 
campaign which ends at midnight 
September 2 was lass encouraging 
yesterday than for several days, the 
committee announced. 

Final urgent appeal to unsigned 
growers to join the industry move- 
ment and to signed growers to en- 
dorse the waiver necessary to make 
their original contracts valid was 
made last night by leaders repre- 
senting three important elements 
interested in the campaign. Frank 
Abernathy, prominent grower; Dr. 
H. R. Tolley, director of the Gian- 
nini Foundation of the University 
of California; and Clay Miller, for- 
mer president of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, represent- 
ing California's business interests, 
all made final -pleas to the growers 
to sign. 

“Directors of the United are cali- 
ed upon to name prices on Sep- 
tember third affecting a consider- 
able percentage of the 1932 crop,” 
Mr. Abernathy explained. 

“If a price is obtained that is 
satisfactory to the growers it must 
be made through sheer force of or- 
ganization and industry control. It 
will certainly not result from pres- 
ent market conditions. 

Dr. Tolley, who is a member of 
the board that will finally audit the 
signed contracts and _  determie 
whether the plan has succeeded or 
failed, talked directly to the grow- 
ers throughout the state over radio 
station KGO last night. 

“The situation briefly is this,” he 
said. “According to information fur- 
nished us, waivers on contracts 
emounting to approximately 12,- 
000 tons are still out and contracts 
representing about 10,000 tons con- 
tain reservations that made them 
unacceptable. Failure of the plan 
now because of a smatl deficiency in 
valid contracts would be a tregedy.

“At this critical time when or- 
chard owners fact a desperate price 
decline wiht no remedy except in 
united action it seems apparent 
that those growers who are still 
Staying out are jeopardizing the 
movement and risking serious dis- 
aster to themselves and the entire 
industry.”

Re-opening of schoble for the fall 
term after the long vacation period 
will bring more than a million 
children back to their class-rooms, 
placing an obligation upon all mo- 
torists to exercise the greatest cau- 
tion when driving through school 
zones. This is the message pre- 
sented by the California Committee 
on Public Safety in a statement an- 
onuncing a statewide campaign on 
this subject for the month of Sep- 
tember. 

“Obey the Rule—Slow Past A 
School”, is the phrase adopted by 
the Committee for use as a cam- 
paign slogan. The Committee calls 
attention to the fact that many 
thousands of younger children wiil 
make their way to ang from school 
unattended for the first time in 
their lives. These children, it is 
pointed out, have not had the 
training in traffic safety which has 
been given children in-the higher 
grades. Thus an additional hazard 
is created and most of the respon- 
sibility for avoiding accidents te 


New students, new schools, new 
friends, and unfamiliar routes all 
add to the safety problem of the 
school child. 

Motorists have grown accustomed 
to seeing empty school yards during 
the vacation period and again to 
g-ve that alertness and care requir- 
ed by law in driving past a school 
may not come automatically, the 
Committee’s statement continues. 
Each operator must realize anew 
his obligations and proceed past 
school zones with care and caution, 
giving particular attention to those 
occasions when children are en- 
deaving to cross the street or high- 
way. 

The Legal Department cf the 
California State Automobile Associ- 
ation, assisting in the campaign, 
draws attention to the section of 
law which provides as follows: 

“It shall be lawful for the driver 
of a vehicle to drive the same at a 
speed not exceeding the following: 
Fifteen miles an hour when passing 
a school building or the ground 
thereof during school recess or 
while children are going to or leav- 
ing school during opening or clos- 
ing hours, or while playgrounds of

For Philippine Islands 


Completing four years’ duty as a 
member of the Ninth Corps Area 
Headquarters General Staff, Col 
F. L. Dengler (Coast Artillery) U.S. 
Army General Staff Corps, who has 
been in charge of Military Intelli- 


gence and press activities through- 
out the Corps Area, was formally 
relieved from that duty today and 
will sail for the Philippine Islands 
om, September 21st aboard the U. S. 
Army Transport “Republic” for 
duty with the Coast Artillery Corps 
at Corregidor Islznd jit was an- 
mounced from Area Headquarters 
today. 

Born in Arkansas August 9, 1877, 
Colonel Dengler, who is a veteran of 
the Spanish-American and World 
Wars, the Philippine Insurrection, 
and the Mexican Border Concent- 
ration of 1911, began his military 
ewareer with the start of the Span- 
ish-American War, when he was 
commissioned a Second Lieutenant 
with the 1st Arkarsas Infatnry. 
During the Philippine Insurrection 
he-served as an officer of the 44th 
7. §. Volunteer Infantry, was ap- 
pointed a Second Lieutenant in the 
Artillery, Corps of the Regular 
Army in, 1901, and since then has 
been promoted through ll grades 
to that of Colonel, which he at- 
tained in 1930. 4 

Always partial to the Pacific 
Coast, he had four tours of duty 
there since 1905 when, he was sta- 
tioneg at Fort Rosecrans for three, 
years. In 1926 he was ordered to 
San Francisco, for two years more. 
His fourth tour, which he is com- 
pleting at this time, commenced 
with his present detail in 1928. 

For his services during the World 
War, Colonel Dengler was decorated 
with the “Distinguished Service 
Medal by the United States with a 
citation reading as follows: 

“As a member of the intelligence 
section of the General Staff, Am- 
‘erican Expeditionary Forces, he ef- 
ficiently organized and directed 
with rare ability the operation of 
the subsection dealing with the 
enemy’s manpower, war material, 
economic condit’ons, prisoners and 
documents, including the enemy 
press. Later he was sent to the 


United States to expedite the or- 
ganization and training of the in- 
telligence personnel of the division 
selected for overseas service; and 
also to assist in the coordination of 
the work of the intelligence section 
«of the American Expeditionary 
Forces with that of the War De- 
partment. In all these positions he 
displayed rare judgment, great in- 
itiative, and unremitting devotion 
to duty.”

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SALMON FOR SUMMER.

HERE was iess’- salmon 

canned last year than in 

1930. But, don’t worry. There 
is enough on hand to make many 
delicious summer dishes, and 
canned salmon, cold or hot, is a 
wonderful summer food. Not only 
has the medical profession ap- 
proved it (the late Dr. Harvey W. 
Wiley, for thirty years chief of the 
United States Bureau of Chem- 
istry and father of the Pure Food 
Law, asserted: “For children 
over six canned salmon .is the 
cheapest and most _ nutritious 
animal food that can be had.”), 
but the public has also shown its 
approval by eating enough of it 
to bring up the production from 
687,010 cases in 1880 to 10,396,428 
cases in 1930. Last year this fell 
off to 9,059,988 cases. 

But statistics are dry, while 
salmon is moist and tasty, and 
we are more interested in how to 
serve salmon in summer than in 
the supply on hand, as long as it 
is adequate. So here are some 
succulent salmon recipes calcu- 
lated to make even the most sizz- 
ling summer a delight. 


Some Like It Cold 


For those who like their salmon 
cold there is nothing better than 

Jellied Salmon Sandwich Loaf: 
Soften two teaspoons gelatin in 
two tablespoons cold water. Mix 
in the top of a double boiler one 
and one-fourths teaspoon salt, 
three-fourths teaspoon mustard, 
a few grains of cayenne and two 
eg yolks. Add one cup milk, 

‘n three tablespoons vinegar 


slowly, and cook until it coats the 
spoon, stirring constantly. Add 
the gelatin, and stir until dis- 
solved. Cool, and divide into 
three parts. To one part add the 
flaked salmon from a 744-ounce 
flat can. To another add three- 
fourths cup canned peas, and to 
the third two hard-cooked chopped 
eggs and four tablespoons chop- 
ped celery. Chill. Pour the sal- 
mon mixture into a wet loaf mold 
and chill. When set, add the pea 
mixture, and chill again until set. 
Then add the egg and celery mix- 
ture, and let the whole thing chill 
for several hours. Turn out onto 
an oblong platter garnished with 
cress or parsley, lemon wedges 
and rings of green pepper. Serves 
eight. 


Some Like Salads 


Macaroni and Salmon Salad: 
Boil one package of elbow maca- 
roni until tender, drain and cool. 
Add one-fourth cup French dress- 
ing, one-half a green pepper, one 
cup chopped celery and two tea- 
spoons chopped onion, and let 
marinate in the refrigerator for 
an hour or so. Toss lightly with 
the contents of a one-pound can of 
salmon which has also been 
chilled and left in as large pieces 
as possible. Moisten with mayon- 
naise. Season to taste and serve 
cold. Serves six to eight. 

Salmon and Rice Salad with 
Deviled Eggs: Mix very gently to- 
gether, so as not to mash, the con- 
tents of a one-pound can of sal- 
mon, one cut ‘led rice and one 
and one-hali »s sliced celery. 


Marinate minutes in 
spoon capers, one-fourth cup 
chopped sweet pickles and one- 
fourth cup sliced radishes, and 
moisten slightly with mayonnaise. 
Arrange in a large bowl lined 
with lettuce, mash with mayon- 
naise, and arrange four deviled 
eggs around the edge. Serves 
eight. 


Some Like Sauces 


Salmon Bechamel: Flake the 
contents of one tall can salmon, 
and put in individual buttered 
baking dishes. Sprinkle with salt, 
pepper and a few grains of nut- 
meg. Make Bechamel sauce by 
melting two tablespoons butter, 
sautéing half a small chopped 
enion in it a few minutes, and 
then adding two tablespoons flour. 
Add three-fourths cup white stock 
(or a chicken bouillon. cube) 
and three-fourths cup cream (or 
evaporated milk) slowly, stirring 
until smooth and thick. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper, pour 
over fish and cover with buttered 


crumbs. Brown in oven. Serves 
six.
